Nor 
does the East appreciate the fact that 
the Unknown West of a few years 
ago is today the home of more than 
two million Canadians, and that these 
people in pressing their vicws—as 
they have a right to do—are not act- 
uated by a desire to do injury to the 
East and destroy its manufacturing 
industries.

The breeder of dual purpose Short- 
horns is often puzzled to know where 
to look for a suitable sire, It is in- 
teresting, therefore, to investigate the 
blood lines of the noted Shorthorn 
sires and large pgoducing cows whose 
names appear in the record of per- 
formance, The record shu... swenty- 
five Shorthorn bulls which have two 
or more daughters in the Canadian 
record of performance, Of these 
bulls, nineteen are of straight Scotch 


breeding, and the other six are 
Scotch topped. It would seem, 
therefore, that straight Scotch and 


Scotch topped sires may be used suc- 
cessfully in dual purpose herds, which 
is a fact of great importance, because 
it is only by the use of sires or more 
or less approved beef type that we 
can hope to maintain the dual pur- 
pose qualities in the Shorthorn. 

Coming to the large producing 
cows, we find twenty. cows three 
years old and over with records of 
over 400 Ibs. of butterfat. One of 
these cows is straight Scotch, one is 
straight English, mostly Bates, and 
the remainder are of mixed breeding. 
Nine of these cows are by straight 
Scotch sires, eight are by Scotch top- 
ped sires, and fifteen out of the twen- 
ty possess one or more straight 
Scotch crosses, 

Among the two year olds we find 
nine which have records of over 300 
Ibs. of butterfat, One of these heif- 
ers is straight Scotch, and another 
one is nearly straight Scotch. Three 
out of the nine are by straight Scotch 


bulls, and the remaining six are by 
Scotch topped bulls. Eight out of th- 
nine have one or more straighit 


Scotch cross in their pedigree. 

The fact that these large producing 
females catry sh fiuch Scotch blood 
should be encouraging to those 
brecders of dual purpose Shorthorns 
who are anxious to retain beef with 
milk production.—G, E, Day, See.

He is 
credited with stirring British officials 
into a keener realization of the seri- 
ousness of the position in Russia, 


Sie Ernest Shackleton is director of 
equipment and transport of the north- 
ern Russian expeditionary forces and 
has visited points from Murmansk 
and Archangel. He declared in an in- 
terview that both fronts are in dan- 
ger, and that the Bolshevist peril is 
a very real onc, because the entente 
forces are outnumbered by disciplin- 
ed and well armed and equipped 
troops in close touch with the allies’ 
extended but by no means strong 
front.

Failure of the offensive in the di- 
rection of Tukkui, in Courland, west 
of Riga, is admitted by the Russian 
Soviet government, in a wireless mes- 
sage received here, 

The message adds that fighting is 
in progress in the direction of Mitau, 
southwest of Riga, and in the region’ 
of Pskov, northeast of Riga. 


For Free Homesteads 


Western M. P.'s are Against Aban- 
doning of Policy Now 


Ottawa. — Government supporters 
from the provinces west of the great 
lakes were in caucus with Hon. Ar- 
thur Meighen, minister of the inter- 
ior, in regard to the question of west- 
ern homesteads and the grazing 
leases, Ata caucus held a week ago, 
the suggestion was made that the 
government should abandon the pol- 
icy of granting free homesteads in 
western Canada. There was great 
diversity of opinion in regard to this 
proposal, At a recent gathering, it 
was apparent that the concensus of 
opinion was adverse to a change in 
what has been the government policy 
for many years past. 

There was considerable discussion 
as to the proper policy to be adopted 
in respect of grazing land and the 
suggestion was made that in the fu- 
ture leases should be for a ten year 
period with the privilege given to 
the partys holding a lease to drop it 
at the end of three years after giving 
notice, It was proposed that the 
rental of leased land should be in- 
creased from two to five, or seven 
cents per acre,

Swept by Disease 


Epidemic Raged Four Months, Wip- 
ing Out Whole Settlements 
Montreal, — The Montreal 
publishes the following:

wireless to this city, comés intelli- 
gence of shocking conditions in north- 
ern Labrador, as a result of influenza, 
smallpox and measles, which swept 
the coast during the winter, Earlier 
in the season reports of deaths on 
the southern section of the coast 
showed that over 25 per cent. of the 
natives died. ~ 

“From Gross Wear Bay to Naine 
the epidemic raged for four months, 
carrying off approximately 50 per 
cent. of the inhabitants on that area 
of the coast. At Naine, 40 Newfound- 
landers who wintered on the coast 
for trade purposes, died, and over 40 
Esquimaux also died, which repre- 
sents practically the whole popula- 
tion of that settleinent. Okak, with 
a population of over 200, is entirely 
wiped out. At Hebron 200 died, leay- 
ing only a remnant of residents at 
that station to dispose of the bodies. 
At the latter place*the survivors dug 
a pit, into which they threw them 
without shroud, coffin or burial rites, 
about 100 being disposed of in that 
manner, On the island in the vicin- 
ity of Okak, 15 people who resided 
there for scaling, died. 

“Many outposts which are invaria- 
ably connected with the central mail 
posts, failed to report, and the con- 
clusion is that the whole population 
of these places have succumbed to 
the disease, 

“It is estimated that only 400 in- 
habitants from Gross Water Bay to 
Naine are left alive. The full extent 
of the calamity will not be known 
until the opening of navigation in the 
coming summer, but well grounded 
fears are expressed that the diseases 
which ravaged the south and centre 
area of the Labrador coast extended 
north, and that the most appalling 
conditions will be disclosed when the 
ice barricr permits investigation. 
Medical aid was unobtainable, and the 
unfortunate stricken people perished, 
as if by the plague.” 


Hungary's Revolutionary Army 


Will Be Armed and Fed at Expense 
of State 

Basle, — The new Hungarian goy- 
ernment has begun re-organization of 
a revolutionary army, to be recruited 
from the organized proletariat and 
the soldiers and workmen now mobi- 
lized. The chief of the Red army 
reports received from Budapest se 
is the advisor of. the revolutionary 
government, but control of the con- 
duct and organization of the army 
will be in the hands of the people's 
commissionery for military affairs, 

The soldiers will receive 450 crowns 
monthly and will be well equipped, 
armed and fed at the expense of the 
state. Two or more soldiers to the 
same family will get an extra allow- 
ance of fifty crowns a month, and 
those who have dependents will get 
extra pay of 300 crowns ceyery 
months,
